Peres may favour Likud coalition 


Foreign Minister Shimon Peres is 
inclined to respond favourably to 
President Chaim Herzog's call for a 
broad-based government, and to 
join Defence Minister Yitzhak Ra- 
bin in asking the Labour Party to 
Teconsider participating in a govern- 
ment headed by Yitzhak Shamir, 
sources close to Peres said last night. 

Peres atid Rabin met late fast 
night with leading members of the 
United Kibbutz Movement, which, 
together with the Labour-affiliated 
moshavim, called yesterday for a 
new meeting of the Labour bureau 
to reverse last Wednesday’s rejec- 
tion of negotiations for a broad- 
based government. 

Opposing Peres and Rabin is par- 
ty -General Uzi Baram, 
who said yesterday that talk of a 
government with the Likud will only 
lead Labour to “more and more dis- 
grace." Baram said he would resist 
requests to reconvene the bureau. 

But Labour party sources predict- 
ed Jast night that a joint request by 
Peres and Rabin would ultimately 
lead to the convention of the 1,300- 
strong Labour Central Committee, 
which would be asked to consider 
Herzog’s request and to reverse the 
bureau's decision. 

Peres is not expected to demand 
rotation of prime ministers. Howev- 


er, Labour party sources said last 
night that securing the Finance Min- 
istry for the party is essential to en- 
sure the Central Committee's sup- 
port for the Likud-headed 


Hadash programme yesterday that 
he has no intention of contesting 
Peres's status as Labour leader. “I 
will seek every possible way for us to 
continue together,” Rabin said. “I 
hope he will stick to the same pro- 
posal [which Peres and Rabin 
sented to the bureau last week]. If 
he reaches other conclusions — then 
we'll talk.” 

Most Labour activists, including 
Rabin’s opponents, are convinced 
that even if the party ultimately goes 
into opposition, the defence minis- 
ter will not split from Labour to 
independently join a government 
Jed by Shamir. 

Sources close to Rabin said he has 
no intention of leading the campaign 
to reconvene the Labour party insti- 
tutions, but will gladly join others. 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
Tael Kessar warned that a narrow 
Likud-led government would be di- 
sastrous for development towns, 
saying it would reduce the level of 
support at ἃ time when these towns 
most needed help. 

But Kessar refrained from calling 
for a Labour-Likud coalition. Rela-

He further contends that, had the

Anglo-Irish relations plummet over extradition of priest 


DUBLIN (Reuter) -- An extradition 
battle over an Irish priest has sent 
Anglo-lrish relations plunging to 
their lowest point since the two 
countries signéd a landmark 1985 
accord that sought to break the cycle 
of violence in Northern Ireland. 

Britain suspects Father Patrick 
Ryan of being a major fundraiser for 
and arms supplier to the IRA and 
says Ireland should be tougher in 
the fight against terrorism. 

Ireland accuses its former colonial 
master of high-handed interference 
in the legal system of a sovereign 
state. 

‘The Irish parliament looks certain 
to pass permanently into law today 
the 1987 Extradition Act, which in- 
troduced new safeguards for extra- 
dition to Britain. Under the new 
legislation, the Irish attommey-gener- 
al-would have to be convinced that 
the British police have established ἃ 


strong enough case to answer before 
giving the go-ahead for extradition. 
Ryan's lawyers argue that he has 
no chance of a fair tial in Britain, 
where one tabloid pewspaper 
dubbed him “the devil in a dog col- 
lar.” In the present highly charged 
atmosphere, Irish officials put the 
chance of Ryan’s being extradited to 
Britain at “about 3-1 against.” 


Meanwhile the IRA, which Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher wishes to starve of “the 
oxygen of publicity,” gains wide- 
spread media coverage for its battle 
against Britain in Northern Ireland. 

Ryan staged a 22-day hunger 
strike in a Brussels jail te protest 
against British moves to extradite 
him. The Belgian government re- 
jected the extradition request, put 
Ryan on a military plane to Dublin 
and presented the Irish government 


with a major diplomatic and legal 
headache, 


Irish Attorney-General Joha 
Murray is now deciding if there is 
enough evidence to merit Ryan's ex- 
tradition to Britain, a decision that 
has to be made in a highly: politi- 
cized atmosphere. The deep divide 
between Thatcher and Irish Prime 
Minister Charles Haughey was high- 


lighted after their hour of weekend ᾿ 


talks in Rhodes. 

Thatcher, berself the target of an 
TRA bomb that killed five persons at 
the British Conservative Pary con- 
ference in 1984, said: “I am not 
concerned with diplomacy. I am 
concerned with fighting terrorism.” 

Almost 3,000 persons have died in 


20 years of guerrilla conflict in 


Northern Ireland, and Thatcher 
said: “When you get the letters I do 
from mothers whose sons have been 


killed, you would take exactly the 
same view as I do.” 

For Hanghey. the final solution 
will always be unity for the island 
that Britain partitioned in 1921. He 
said: ““As long as the Nortbern Ire- 
land problem is there, Anglo-Irish 
relations will never be on the same 
smooth path that should exist be- 
tween neighbouring democratic 
states.”

If the Likud signs an agreement 
with the religious parties to change 
the Law of Return, immediate and 
widespread will be caused 
to Israel in the U.S., according to a 
prominent figure in U.S.-Israel rela- 
tions.

In the past, the source said, harm- 
ful fallout from the “Who is a Jew” 
issue was prevented because the Li- 
kud made certain that the amend- 
ment did not pass, though it had 
promised to come up with the votes.

So even if the Likud fol- 
jows the same course, much damage 
will have occurred even before the 
amendment reaches the floor of the 
Kuesset. 

“By then it will be too late to 

prevent an avalanche of hostility” 
from hitting Israel, he said. “The 
issue has become so emotional with 
American Jews that it is beyond dis- 
cussion. In the past, even when it 
came up in the Knesset, it didn't 
cause anything near this much an- 
guish. 
“People come up to me on the 
street and say that ‘if they pass this 
thing, I don’t care what happens to 
Israel; it's not my Israel any

The source said that the probleni 
is not the money raised for Israel 
through the United Jewish Appeal.

that Israel doesn’t need the money 
and that American Jews should 
keep the money there.” Israel's 
main concern should be the “more 
than $3 billion a year that Israel gets 
in U.S. aid.” 

If American Jews don't support 
the efforts of the pro-Israel lobby in 
Washington, he said, it will be diffi- 
cult to mobilize support for a large 
aid package for Israel, especially 
with the U.S. government cutting its 
budget and foreign aid being an un- 
popular cause. 

“You would not believe the num- 
ber of senators who are getting be- 
sieged with phone calls on this issue. 
Their Jewish constituents are terri- 
bly worried and want them to do 
something.” 

He also noted that if the Law of 
Return is amended, it would be hard 
to repeat the strenuous efforts in 
several American communities that 
defeated anti-Israel propositions on 
local ballots in the recent elections. 
“’The San Francisco Jewish commu- 
nity really got out there after it, with 
money, volunteer work, lobbying 
and thousands of phone calls. If 
people say, ‘that's not my Israel, 
how can we expect them to do things 
like that?” 

Most Israeli politicians, he said, 
“think that even if the amendment is 
passed, American Jews will eventu- 
ally come around.

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Agony without ecstasy 


FROM the moment the national election re- 
tums began to come out, nearly five weeks 
ago, it should have been obvious that there 
was only one viable alternative to the next 
government's falling prey to a small but deter- 
mined non-Zionist minority of the Knesset. 
That alternative lay in a transitional govern- 
ment of the Likud and the Alignment that 
would revise the country’s electoral system, so 
as to allow the people to make a clear choice 
between the major opposing programmes on 
the issue of peace and the territories. The 
majors showed little interest in the idea. 

In the three extra weeks granted him by the 
president yesterday, the premier-designate, 
Yitzhak Shamir, is apparently determined to 
establish a coalition of the Likud with’ the 
smailer parties on its nationalist and religious 
flanks. President Herzog used the opportunity 
yesterday to urge national unity on the major 
parties. it is not inconceivable that, once he 
has formed such a narrow coalition, Mr. Sha- 
mir will invite the Alignment to join in. 

If. despite having already spumed a similar 
offer from the Likud, the Alignment were to 
accept such an invitation, the result would be 
another four-year national unity administra- 
tion but with a non-rotating premiership. 
More precisely, however, it would be a re- 
hearsal of the memorable 1977 scenario 
whereby Menachem Begin, as the Likud’s 
first premier, secured the favours of the reli- 
gious parties before wangling the Democratic 
Movement for Change into a coalition which 
spelled its doom. 

A not unsimilar fate awaits the Alignment if 
it joins a government that, judging from the 
written commitments already given the reli- 
gious parties by the Likud. bids fair to become 
the first government in which central matters 
of state will be decided by parties who in 
principle oppose statehood itself. It will also, 
of course, be a government in which the Likud 
itself will be rather freer than it was during the 
last four years to carry out its policy of secur- 
ing permanent Israeli control of the West 
Bank and Gaza. 

The leaders of the Likud are not entirely 
blind to the risks that such a narrow govern- 
ment may carry at a time of continuing and 
fresh challenges. The condition of the econo- 
my is still unsettled. A question mark hangs 
over the next U.S. administration. American 
Jewry is most unhappy about the looming

The self-abasing, and costly, concessions to 
the religious parties were not made without 
some strong demurrers from within the Likud.

It is largely over this issue that a battle royal 
has now broken out within the Alignment 
leadership, with Mr. Rabin resuming his cam- 
paign of mud-slinging against Mr. Peres and 
with Mr. Peres coyly declining to respond in 
kind. 

Personal ambitions and old animosities fuel 
the conflict. Mr. Rabin is plainly eager to 
carry on as defence minister, and if possible 
not under his party colleague as premier. Mr. 
Peres would give almost anything to be pre- 
mier again, even by rotating with Mr. Shamir. 
But the argument itself is, ostensibly at least, 
about principles. Mr. Peres would allow the 
haredi parties almost anything they want in 
return for their support of his peace pro- 
gramme. Mr. Rabin would not; but, oblivious 
to his party's pre-election pledges, he would, 
presumably in the national interest, give Mr. 
Shamir a “chance” to carry his programme 
out. 

But apart from its internal affect on La- 
bour, this shouting match does not matter any 
longer. The Likud has proved again that, in 
dispensing religious favours, it can outbid the 
Alignment any time. And the Alignment has 
again shown a scant ability to collectively dis- 
tinguish between the acceptable and unac- 
ceptable in the quest for national leadership. 
The next government, now in the making, 
will, therefore, be an instrument of haredi 
power domestically and of rejectionism 
abroad. And an historic opportunity to re- 
structure the country’s system of government 
has been let pass by myopic politicians of both 
major parties.

THE TROUBLE WITH THE IPO 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post

A rose by any other name 


GARDENER’S CORNER / Walter Frankl 


NEVER HAVE as many soags and 
poems been written about any flow- 
er-plant as those celebrating the 
rose. Never have as many famous 
artists of old and contemporary 
painters portrayed any other flower 
as much as the rose. And never were 
more girls around the world named 
after any other flower than were 
given the names Rose, Rosa, Ru- 
shenka, Vered, Shoshana or Susan. 

In Israel, places like Vered Haga- 
lil or Ein Vered are a sign of the 
tose’s popularity. 

The rose is not only one of the 
oldest flowers in the world but also 
one of the strongest, growing even 
under the worst conditions and also 
tesisting strong climatic changes 
such as high temperature or frost. In 
the time of Charlemagne, about 
1,200 years ago, a climbing rose was 
planted by a German priestess near 
the wall of a chapel in the German 
town of Hildesherm. During World 
‘War ΤΙ the chapel was destroyed by 
American Flying Fortresses, but the 
rose still lives. 

If you have an empty spot in your 
garden with four to stx hours of daily 
sunshine and no high trees or strong, 
shrubs close by, you have an ideal 
place for roses. Roses need not only 
sufficient light but also sufficient 
space for the spreading of their 
strong roots. Eighty cm. between 
plants is optimal; dig holes 70 cm. 
deep and 50 cm. in diameter. Half- 
fill with soil mixed with one third 
cow-manure or compost. Use the 
remaining excavated soil for the fill- 
ing. Shape a small mound at the 
bottom of the trench, stand the 
bare-rooted rose plant upright on it 
and spread the roots evenly over the 
mound. 

Cover the roots completely with 
soil but leave the budding spost (a 
visible swelling at the plant’s base) 
exactly at ground level. Step over 
the surface of the plant hole, press- 
ing the soil downwards to avoid air 
pockets between the roots. Cut 
down the tops of all newly-planted 
roses to about 40 cm. over ground 
level. Use sharp secateurs (maz- 
mera) and make clean cuts. Use 
your hoe to make a shallow trench 
around the plant and water slowly 
and thoroughly, using a hose. Be 


careful not to “wash out” the roots. 


Continue watering during rainless 
periods, but don’t use chemical fer- 
tilizers during the first year of 


AS FOR PESTS and diseases, there 
is practically no way in gardening 
without natural obstacles. As won- 
derful as a rose’s fragrance and as 
strong as its beantiful colours are, 50 
sometimes are its diseases and pests. 
But they are never too strong for a 
dedicated amateur mer who 
can learn to fight all these negative 
phenomena. Generally we can say 
that a well-kept and regularly-fed, 
weeded and watered rose plant is 
much more disease-and pest-resis- 
fant than a neglected one. 

The most widespread rose disease 
is called mildew: a white powdery 
mould on leaves and buds, caused 
by fungi which grow from ever-pre- 
sent microscopic spores. When you 
recognize signs of mildew on neigh- 
bouring flowers or weeds, it should 
be an indicator for you to act before 
this disease also conquers your Tose 
bushes. You have to spray prophy- 
lactically with a liquid called “Se- 
prol” or you should dust the plants 
with sulphur powder. 

Do the dusting in the early morn- 
ing when the leaves are still wet 
from night dew and the powder will 
not be blown away by the wind. 
Repeat the sprays twice or thiee 


times and try also to reach the un- . 


dersides of the foliage and the vicini- 


ty around the rose bush. Never 1% 


spray or dust during rainy days and 
during strong winds. Sometimes 
also black (rust) and yellow spots 


appear on rose plants. They’ διὰ all 
caused by fungi spores and should 
be treated similarly to mildew. 
The earwig is a relatively harmless 
{πὸ beetle with a pair of sharp scis- 
sors which hides between rose petals 
and eats little holes in the flower. 
With a smal) stick you can detect it 
and remove this insect from the rose 
top; but if there are already many 


earwigs you should try to get rid of 


them. Find a small cardboard box, 
about twice the size of a matchbox, 
and fill it with strips of newspaper. 
Keep it open and fix it with wire to 
the rose stem. 

This box will become a welcome 
night shelter for all earwigs at the 
spot. First thing in the morning re- 
move the box and kill ali the emerg- 
‘ing earwigs by stepping on them.

AT THE JAFFA makoler just 
oif Michelangelo Street, they 
cali it the white elephant. But 
there are a lot of white ecle- 
phaats in Israe!, so more spe- 
cifically they say that it was 
supposed to be a city hospital, 
and nowadays is a place for 
encounters of the third kind, 
meaning dopers who hang out 
there at night.

The Knesset doesn’t put 
brakes on the government, for 
the government owns the 
Knesset.

Private-label 
credit cards 


Last month. Banking On Jt looked at how Diners Club Israel was 
stakiog out the big-spending groups and targeting them for its expansion 
drive. This time, we examine a different aspect of the same theme — 
private label cards. This is an area in which Diners has a dominant stake, 
verging on a monopoly, since neither Visa nor Isracard has made much 
effort to develop an idea which, in the world credit card industry, is one 
of the big growth areas. ἢ : 

What is a private-label card? Basically, it's a spin-off of a regalar credit 
card, aimed at a clearly defined segment of the population for use in 
clearly defined places or businesses. The idea of the private-label card, 
therefore, is inherently different to that of the regular credit card, in that 
the latter is issued with the object of attracting as many cardholders as 
possible to use it, and as many retail outlets as possible to accept it, The 
private label. in contrast. is built on the basis of some form of exclusivity. 

This makes it easier to see why Diners Club, which is based on a club 
concept, is more involved than its universalist rivals. In addition, it

should be noted that the issuer of the private-label card is engaged in 
developing new markets beyond its usual ones, and not in producing a 
product that will compete with its main business. That's why the private 
label card is regarded as an “enrichment” card, and in fact in order to 
become a member of the club that issues a private label, you must first 
obtain a regular Diners card. that is, become a member of the wider 
Diners Club. 2 

The classic version of private-label cards, according to Yitzhak Ben- 
Sira, Diners Club Israel's marketing director, is a card issued by a 
business to tie its customers more closely to it. For example, a big hotel 
chain might issue its own cards to actual or potential frequent customers, 
offering them specific bonuses not available through the use of regular 
credit cards. These cards have a distinct logo and design, and of course 
do dot have any other uses, other than identification of the card-holder as 
a “club member.” 

The card-issuing operation and the management of the accounting side 
is carried out by the card company ~ in this case Diners. Marketing can 
be done by either the card company, or the retailer involved, who is the 
“club manager,” or both of them. The club manager sets the terms 
determining who can-get the card and where it can be accepted (for 
instance. in shops within hotel premises), and thereby uses the card to 
benefit the club inembers, and thus itself. This kind of operation can 
become very sophisticated. Budget Car Rental, for instance, has a three- 
ier system of private label cards, with ordinary, silver and gold cards 
issued to different members, according to frequency of use and other 
criteria. 

Other club managers may prefer not to bother with a special extra card 
(Diners prefers that too. from an operational standpoint) and will make 
do with a special logo on the back of the ordinary Diners Club card as 
evidence of club membership. If, however, the logo appears on the front 
of the card, then we are dealing with something called co-branding, 
which is a whole new ball game, and beyond our present scope. 

Needless to say, in Israel there is a special version of private-label 
cards, A big business unit, such as Egged or Israel Aircraft Industries, 
may want to have its own card as a means of giving bonuses to staff to buy 
goods or services, such as travel, at a discount. In the case of a co- 
Operative like Egged, the firm itself runs the operation, through a 
subsidiary. In firms like LAI, the club is comprised of employees and the 
club manager is the works committee. 

This form of private-label card is operated by a special Diners Club 
subsidiary, to distinguish it from the normal operation. As noted, normal 
pee label cards are obtained only after first joining Diners Club itself, 

ere, though. the private label card is entirely self-contained — afd not an 
“enrichment” of the member's existing Diners card. However, as Diners 
Club Israel general manager Yeruham Shafat cheerfully noted, this form 
of card carries no threat of competition to the regular Diners Club card. 
For one thing. it is only accepted in relatively few outlets. And anyway, 
the majority of LAI and Epged employees who obtain the ial card 
issued by their club are not Diners Club potential — their spending power 
is not high enough for them to be interested in the snob-appeal of the up- 
poh Diners Club. After all, how many yuppie bus-drivers can

Negotiators agree on only one 
thing: that after two years of talks, 
there is very little common ground 
on these two subjects. 

Some of the developing countries 
have suggested a trade-off: They 
would support the talks on services 
if the industrialized nations elimi- 
nate tariffs on so-called tropical 
products, including coffee, bananas 
and coconut oil. The U.S. has flatly 
rejected such linkage, and argues 
that if agricultural trade barriers are 
lifted, the tropical products question 
would be resolved automatically. 

Not al] the negotiating sessions 
will be stormy.

Koor’s recovery plan 
comes up for criticism

An independent report commis- 
sioned by the Israeli banks to evalu- 
ate the Koor Group's recovery pro- 
gramme has concluded that many of 
its assumptions are overly optimis- 
tic, although its aims are generally in 
the “right direction. 

The 1,300-page report, prepared 
by Prof. Yitzhak Swary of Tel Aviv 
University, will carry heavy weight 
when the banks decide whether to 
approve Koor’s recovery pro- 
gramme. Their approval of the pro- 
gramme is a critical pre-condition 
for reaching a creditors agreement 
with the company. as an alternative 
to liquidation. 

Bankers Trust, Koor’s largest for- 
eign creditor, presented a petition to 
the Tel Aviv District Court two 
months ago calling for its liquidation 
because of the Histadrut-owned 


-| conglomerate’s failure to repay 2 


$20 million loan. 

Swary’s secret report was present- 
ed last Thursday to the banks, which 
are expected to finish studying it by 
the end of this week. 

’ One area it found Koor's forecast 
unduly sunny was its assumption 
that it could fire thousands of work- 
ers from its subsidiaries over the 
next two years and keep the rate of 
severance pay made to those dis- 


missed down to the legal require- 
ment of 100% of an empioyee’s last 
salary. Most labour agreements con- 
cerning firings have in recent 
months entailed severance pay set at 
rates well in excess οὗ the legal 
requirements. 


If the banks accept Swary’ 8 assess- 
ment, they are likely to send Koor 
Managing Director Benny Gaon 
back to the drawing boards to revise 
his recovery programme for the 
troubled conglomerate with more 
severe cost reductions based on 
more pessimistic assumptions. It 
had taken Koor four months τὸ pre- 
pare the programme, which makes 
some bearish assumptions about 
the Israeh economy in the coming 
year. 

Along with calling for the dismiss- 
al of 6.000 workers over the next 
two years, one of the plan's key 
objectives is to sell off $130m. worth 
of assets in 1989 and to sell half its 
stake in its two largest subsidiaries, 
Tadiran and Makhteshim, the fol- 
lowing year. According to its fore- 
casts. Koor should return to profit- 
ability by 1990.

U.S. Jews, Arafat 
to meet in Sweden 


STOCKHOLM (AP) - PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat is to arrive here today 
for a meeting with a group of U.S. 
Jews, the Foreign Ministry an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Arafat also is to hold talks with 
Sweden's prime minister and for- 
eign minister, in his first visit to a 
Western country since he was de- 
nied a U.S. visa to address the UN 
General Assembly. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman Mar- 
tio Halqvist said th the group of 
“prominent American Jews” had 
asked that their names remain secret 
until after the talks with Arafat. He 
said they were not speaking for any 
Jewish organization. 

“They represent a significant part 
of Jewish- opinion in the United 
States,” he said. He declined to say 
how many were coming or how long 
the meeting would last. 

In Jerusalem, the Foreign Minis- 
try spokesman expressed "stupefac- 
tion” over the imminent visit. The 
Swedish ambassador was told that if 
as rumoured Arafat is to be received 
by high-ranking Swedish personal- 
ities, “the impression here will be 
very dam: 

Prime ΠΑΡΑ er Ingvar Carlsson 
said in Paris he was cutting short his 


visit and cancelling 2 meeting with 
French President Francois Mitter- 
rand to be home for the Arafat visit, 
Arafat’s first to Sweden in five 


Carlsson told reporters that “this 
is a meeting between two parties 
which have had difficulties talking 
or in communication. The Swedish | 
government has been able to help 
them to meet.” 

A Foreign Ministry statement 
said the meeting “'to discuss the Pal- 
estinian question™ was intended as 

of Sweden's effort to try and 
help the peace process in the Middle 
East.” 


The TT news agency said Arafat 
was expected to be in Sweden two 


days, but the Foreign Ministry said 
the meeting was open-ended. 

Meanwhile, King Hussein of Jor- 
dan and Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher met for talks in London 
yesterday on “all aspects of the Mid- 
dle East situation”, ‘an official 
source said. 

A government spokesman said 


the meeting over lunch was part of 


“close and regular contacts” be- 
tween the two leaders. The king is 
visiting Britain for a few days, the 
Jordan Embassy said. 


Arafat flays Shamir, 
calls Abu Nidal a ‘Nazi’

PARIS - PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat predicted in an interview 
published by the weekly Paris- 
Match that Prime Minister Shamir 
would come to the same end as Hit- 
ler and Attila. Stating that the inti- 
fada caused the death of 530 Pales- 
tinians, Arafat said the PLO would 
continue its actions against Israel 
“by all means.” 

Arafat said that Abu Nidal is “not 
in the PLO. He is a Palestinian only 
in name...He is simply a Nazi.” 

Asked if he would prefer a Likud- 
Labour government rather than a 
Likud coalition with the ultra-Or- 
thodox parties. Arafat said: “No, 
because Shamir himself is opposed 
to any negotiation or peace confer- 

ence, These people are sticking to 
their ancient theories, going against 
the stream of history. They are stu- 
pid, and they don't understand that 
Strength can impose order for a 
while, but not for eternity. Look, 
where are Hitler, Attila? Where are 
the colonies? Where is the Ameri- 
can occupation of Vietnam? I am 
not afraid: we are in history's 


Asked if his “revolutionary fight- 
ers” would abandon terrorism, Ara- 
fat said that “there is a big differ- 
ence between resistance and 
terrorism. If we take today the defi- 


nitioa of the Israeli military junta, 
all the Europeans, including the 
Jews, have been terrorists, when 
they resisted the Nazis during Worid 
War Il. We are opposed to the 
crimes that hit civilians, women, 
children. But our duty is to resist the 
Israeli occupant. The charter of the 
United Nations recognizes the right 
to resist. By all means.” 

Announcing that the Neturei 
Karta had asked to join a Palestin- 
fan government in exile and: that he 
was supporting the demand, Arafat 
revealed he was in contact with 
General Charles de Gaulle in the 
last years of the French president’s 
life. Showing Paris-Match's reporter 
a Lorraine Cross, de Gaulle’s em- 
blem, Arafat said it had been given 
to him by the general. 

On the French attitude following 
the Algiers session of the Palestine 
National Council, Arafat sounded 
disappointed: “I expected a more 
advanced attitude of the French 
government, to recognize the Pales- 
tinian state. [French foreign minis- 
ter] Roland Dumas said as an excuse 
that he couldn’t recognize us be- 
cause our state has no boundaries. 
I'd like to ask ‘bim where the borders 
of Israel are."

Knesset gets an agenda

The 12th Knesset moved a step 
closer to normal activity yesterday 
when, after the plenary meeting. the 
new presidium convened to draw up 
the House agenda for the week. 
Newly-clected Deputy Speakers 
Shevah Weiss (Labour) and Dan Ti- 
chon (Likud) helped Speaker Dov 
Shilansky process many private 
members’ initiatives. 

It was the first time the presidium 
had met since the November 1 
election. 

Since the Knesset convened two 
weeks ago, its business has been de- 
termined by the Arrangements 
Committee. But that committee, 
too, because of the post-election 
stalemate, has found it very difficult 
to breathe life into the Knesset's 
institutions. The division of the 
spoils -- committee chairmanships 
and even memberships — remains 
almost impossible in the absence of 
a government, or at least the know!- 
edge of which parties are to be in- 
volved in that government. 

Yesterday, the Arrangements 
Committee did suceeed in voting to 
recommend to the plenum that 


Weiss and Tichon be elected deputy 
speakers. 

But even that did not go smoothly 
and the small factions, notably the 
Citizens Rights Movement and Te- 
hiya — both of which seem likely to 
find themselves in the opposition -- 
proposed that in addition to a depu- 
ty from each of the two big parties, 
there also be deputies from both 
left- ane right-wing opposition 


The o committee — and afterwards 
the plenum -- Tejected that proposal. 
But the Knesset is not limited in the‘ 
number of deputy speakers it may 
elect and more will doubtless be 
added. 

The wildly seesawing coalition ne- 
gotiations claimed another victim 
yesterday as Ariel Weinstem (Li- 
kud) was nudged out of his position 
as chairman of the temporary Fi-. 
nance Committee apppointed by the 
Arrangenients Committee.
